Postmodern feminism has increasingly become divided between two camps: Trans-Exclusionary 
Radical Feminists (TERFs) and Trans-Inclusionary Radical Feminists (TIRFs). Both camps issue a 
proclamation of NO DISSENT. Increasingly, we've forgotten that FEMINISM IS FOR WOMEN. 


Well | Dissent! | am a Liberal Feminist! 


Biology has Constrained Women, Democratic Capitalism has 
Freed Us. 


Radical Feminists unite under a common message: 
“Women are oppressed! Overthrow the Patriarchy!” 


Not only is this flawed thinking, it is appropriated Marxist language that has inundated the 
movement. Radical Feminists will argue that women and men are engaged in eternal class 
struggle (as if women and men are nothing more than economic classes!) and that women 
must gain power over their oppressors. This allows them to justify all sorts of radical action in 
the name of Equality. 


Here’s why women are not oppressed: (This applies to US, and will be different for other 
countries.) 


1. Women are full citizens and the political equals of men. This is written into the law. 
2. Women have the right to vote in democratic society. 

3. Women have the right to own property and to work for pay. 

4. Women have the right to divorce, press charges, and bring justice cases. 

5. Women hove the right to abortion (limited in some States). 


Women generally enjoy all the same rights as men in US society. It is unreasonable for Radical 
Feminists to advocate for Special Rights over and above the rights that are afforded to men. It 
is unreasonable to say that Socialism (or Communism) will make women equal to men. They 
are already equal citizens. In fact, the Fair Process of Democracy (and the monumental effort 
of Ist and 2nd wave feminists) has granted women Equal Rights, and they will continue to 
enjoy these rights as long as Fair Democracy is upheld. 


Additionally, Radical Feminists argue that women are oppressed by societal expectations. This 


leads to confusing arguments, including, but not limited to: 


“The Burden of Motherhood has been placed on women by Patriarchal Expectation.” 
“Women who are happy in traditionally female roles are falling to Patriarchal Expectation.” 
“Unequal representation in the workforce is the result of Discrimination.” 


Let's recognize that biology has placed constraint on women, not society. In the ways that 
women have been freed from the constraint of biology, they have been freed by the inventions 
of Free Market Capitalism (key among these are the birth control pill and contraceptives). 
Let's affirm a woman’s right to choose to live in the way she sees fit. Let's not shame women 
who choose motherhood over careers. Let's not shame women for choosing not to compete at 
the same levels as men in the Labor Market. Let’s not assume that equal representation in the 
workforce is something women want. 


Instead let's empower women to be Equal Citizens, because they are! Let's bring back Positive 


Feminism that affırms a woman's Equal Status and Right to Choose. Let's talk about Women's 
Liberty, rather than Women's Equality. 
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Feminism Without Ideology 


The term “Feminism” has become synonymous with the ideas of Radical 3rd Wave Feminists. 
Even Wikipedia defines Feminism this way: “Feminism is a range of political movements, 
ideologies, and social movements that share a common goal: to define, establish, and achieve 
political, economic, personal, and social equality of sexes.”

But Feminism hasn't always been defined this way. What changed? And what could Feminism 
look like without Ideology? 


Take a look back at the Wikipedia definition of Feminism. Notice that it emphasizes Equality 
as the primary goal of Feminism. lt also makes clear that Feminism will leave no social or 
political structure untouched in ¡ts Quest for Equality. 


In 1966, the National Organization of Women (NOW) was formed to advocate against work- 
place discrimination. The Statement of Purpose for this group was written by Betty Friedan and 
Pauli Murray. lt stated, “the time has come to confront, with concrete action, the conditions 
that now prevent women from enjoying the equality of opportunity and freedom of choice 
which is their right, as individual Americans, and as human beings” 
(https;//en.wikipedia.org/wiki/National, Organization for. Women) 


Notice the emphasis on Equality of Opportunity, Freedom of Choice, and Individual Rights as 
the primary goals of the movement. The Bill of Rights published by NOW demanded of the US 
Government: "Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or abridged by the United 
States or by any State on account of sex." 
(https://350fem.blogs.brynmawr.edu/about/1968-bill-of-rights/) 


Here also, the emphasis is on Equality of Rights. It is clear that the 2nd Wave Feminist 


Movement derived from deeply Liberal values. 


Part of the confusion stems from the vague use of the term Equality in current culture. A dis- 
tinction must be made between those advocating for Equal Outcome and those advocating for 
Equal Opportunity (or Equal Rights). In fact, these goals necessarily contradict each other when 
played out in the political sphere. Equal Opportunity will always result in Unequal Outcome, 
because outcome will be fully the result of individual choice (in theory). On the other hand, 
Equal Outcome necessitates Unequal Opportunity. This is the only way Equal Outcome can be 
achieved. This can be clearly demonstrated by the issue of Affirmative Action. The policy of 
affirmative action seeks to create Equal Outcome. The legislation for Affirmative Action requires 
that students and employees be racially discriminated against. This fundamentally removes 
Equal Opportunity for students and employees. In so far as Liberals advocate for Equal Oppor- 
tunity (and against Equal Outcome), Affirmative Action is Anti-Liberal. 


The wikipedia article on 2nd Wave Feminism describes a split in the movement between Liberal 
Feminism and Radical Feminism: This is how it characterizes each group: 


“Main article: Liberal feminism 

“After being removed from the workforce, by either personal or social pressures, many 
women in the post-war America returned to the home or were placed into female only jobs 

in the service sector.[48] After the publication of Friedan's The Feminine Mystique in 1963, 
many women connected to the feeling of isolation and dissatisfaction that the book detailed. 
The book itself, however, was not a call to action, but rather a plea for self-realization and 
consciousness raising among middle-class women throughout America.[49] Many of these 
women organized to form the National Organization for Women in 1966, whose ‘Statement of 
Purpose’ declared that the right women had to equality was one small part of the nationwide 
civil rights revolution that was happening during the 19605.[50] 


“Main article: Radical Feminism 

“Women who favoured radical feminism collectively spoke of being forced to remain silent and 
obedient to male leaders in New Left organizations. They spoke out about how they were not 
only told to do clerical work such as stuffing envelopes and typing speeches, but there was also 
an expectation for them to sleep with the male activists that they worked with.[51] While these 
acts of sexual harassment took place, the young women were neglected their right to have 
their own needs and desires recognized by their male cohorts.[51] Many radical feminists had 
learned from these organizations how to think radically about their self-worth and importance, 
and applied these lessons in the relationships they had with each other.[52]”

Notice how all 3rd Wave Feminists also fit this definition of Radical Feminism? 


It gets even more confusing when you read Wikipedia's entry on Liberal Feminism. Liberal 
Feminism is defined this way: “Liberal feminism is an individualistic form of feminist theory, 
which focuses on women’s ability to maintain their equality through their own actions and 
choices. lts emphasis is on making the legal and political rights of women equal to men. 
Liberal feminists argue that society holds the false belief that women are, by nature, less 
intellectually and physically capable than men; thus it tends to discriminate against women in 
the academy, the forum, and the marketplace. Liberal feminists believe that ‘female subordi- 
nation is rooted in a set of customary and legal constraints that blocks women’s entrance to 
and success in the so-called public world’. They strive for sexual equality via political and legal 
reform.[1]"

Again, Equality is viewed as the primary goal. Government intervention in the lives of Individu- 
als is the pre-supposed means. These propositions are deeply Anti-Liberal. Notice also, the 
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belief structure that is pre-supposed for Liberal Feminists. This definition describes Feminism 
not as a Political Movement, but as a System of Belief. This goes against everything that 2nd 
Wave Liberal Feminists stood for. 


It even contradicts Wikipedia's definition of Liberalism, which states, “Liberalism is a political 
and moral philosophy based on liberty and equality.” 
(https: //en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Liberalism) 


This is a simple definition describing a Philosophy of Principles. The term equality links to the 
article on Egalitarianism, which states, “Egalitarian doctrines maintain that all humans are 
equal in fundamental worth or social status.” (https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Egalitarianism) 
So this should be understood as referring to the Liberal Principle of Equal Rights. Why doesn’t 
the article on Liberal Feminism emphasize these same Liberal Principles? 


In fact, the definition of Liberal Feminism seems to conflate Liberal Feminism with 3rd Wave 
Feminism completely. In the Wikipedia article for 3rd Wave Feminism, the purpose of the 
movement is described this way: 


“Third-wave feminists used personal narratives as a form of feminist theory. Expressing per- 
sonal experiences gave women space to recognize that they were not alone in the oppression 
and discrimination they faced. Using these accounts has benefits because it records personal 
details that may not be available in traditional historical texts.[30] 


“Third-wave ideology focused on a more post-structuralist interpretation of gender and sexual- 
ity.[31] Post-structuralist feminists saw binaries such as male-female as an artificial construct 
created to maintain the power of the dominant group.” 
(https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Third-wave_feminism#Purpose) 


Interestingly, this article also points to Affirmative Action as a driving factor in the creation of 
3rd Wave Feminism: “gender equality had already been achieved, via the first two waves, and 
further attempts to push for women's rights were irrelevant and unnecessary, or perhaps even 
pushed the pendulum too far in women's favor. This issue manifested itself in the heated 
debates about whether affirmative action was creating gender equality or punishing white, 
middle-class males for the biological history that they had inherited.” 


So it's clear that Feminism has become synonymous with Radical Ideology. Can Real Liberal 
Feminism be revived? What could Feminism look like Without Ideology? 
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Wikipedia, Here's a Better Definition for Liberal Feminism 


On Wikipedia, Liberal Feminism is currently defined this way: 


“Liberal feminism is an individualistic form of feminist theory, which focuses on women's abil- 
ity to maintain their equality through their own actions and choices. lts emphasis is on making 
the legal and political rights of women equal to men. Liberal feminists argue that society holds 
the false belief that women are, by nature, less intellectually and physically capable than men; 
thus it tends to discriminate against women in the academy, the forum, and the marketplace. 
Liberal feminists believe that ‘female subordination is rooted in a set of customary and legal 
constraints that blocks women’s entrance to and success in the so-called public world’. They 
strive for sexual equality via political and legal reform.[1]"

On this page, the Anarchist Flag and Symbol are also visible. The Anarchist Feminist Flag 
features a fist inside the female sex symbol, on a purple background. The meaning of the flag 
is not hard to interpret. Purple and black are used to represent the joining of Feminism and 
Anarchism. The fist inside the female sex symbol represents the violent insurrection of women 
against a system that they feel is oppressive. Ironically, the alternate version of this flag, 

used more generally by Radical Feminists, is also visible in the side bar, as representative of 
feminism at large.

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Liberal, Leftist, Radical: Some Terms and Their Meanings 


Liberal: Holds Liberty as the primary political value. Advocates for free choice. Advocates for 
equal opportunity when it increases individual liberty. Supports Free Market Capitalism and 
Democracy. 


Leftist: Holds Equality as the primary political value. Advocates for government intervention 
to produce equal outcome. Does not advocate for equal opportunity. Supports Socialism or 
Communism. 


Radical: Advocates for radical change to social and political structure. Inside feminism, radicals 
use Marxist ideology and an Oppressor/Oppressed narrative to advocate for radical change. 


Gender Critical: Critiques the perspective that gender and sex are separate and independent. 
Does not believe that gender is self-identity. 


Intersectionality: The theory that all people are oppressed on the basis of gender, race, class, 
etc. (a nearly infinite number of signifiers can be analyzed under this framework) This theory 
places all people in an oppressive power framework where they are necessarily subjugated by 
those above them, and subjugate those below them. It paints all relationships as an Oppres- 
sor/Oppressed relationship. This is the Marxist ideology applied broadly. 


TIM: Trans-Identified Male. This person (usually, not always) has the subjective experience of 
having a female mind in a male body. They prefer feminine self-expression. 


TIF: Trans-Identified Female. This person has the subjective experience of having a male mind 
in a female body. They usually prefer masculine self-expression. 


Trans-Exclusionary: In feminism, this refers to women who would choose exclude TIMs in 
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women-only spaces. They would include TIFs in women-only spaces. 


Trans-Inclusionary: This refers to women who seek to include TIMs in women-only spaces. They 
would exclude TIFs from women-only spaces. 


Sex Positive: The view that legal sex work is empowering to women. Supports legalization (and 
legal regulation) of prostitution and porn. 


Sex Negative: The view that all forms of sex work are oppressive to women. Supports legal 
restriction of prostitution and porn, and even to make these things illegal. 


TERFs: Trans-Exclusionary Radical Feminists. Believe women are oppressed by men. Believe 
women are oppressed by heterosexuality. Would exclude TIMs from women-only spaces. Advo- 
cate to “Overthrow the Patriarchy” 


TIRFs: Trans-Inclusionary Radical Feminists. Believe women are oppressed by men. Believe 
that women are oppressed by the gender binary. Would include TIMs in women-only spaces. 
Advocate to “Overthrow the Patriarchy” 


Liberal Feminists: Believe women are free when their Equal Rights are protected. Believe 


women are not oppressed when they have Free Choice. Would exclude TIMs from women-only 
spaces. Seeks to affirm the rights that women have.

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The Feminist Argument Against Radical Trans Activism 


| am politically opposed to Radical Trans Rights Activists as a Liberal. | want to make clear that 
this is aimed at Radical Trans Rights Activists, not trans people. | have nothing against trans 
people. | am not a transphobe. As a Liberal, my goal is protect the Human Rights of Trans 
People. 


This is the Liberal Feminist argument against Radical Trans Activism: 


1. Trans Activists advocate to do away with biological sex as a political classification. 
Since women are protected on the basis of biological sex, this will necessarily reduce protection 
for the rights of women. 


2. Trans Activists advocate the addition of gender identity to the list of legally protect- 
ed statuses. Sex and Gender Identity defined this way cannot be legally enforced simultaneous- 
ly, because the definitions of these terms contradict each other. We cannot rewrite our laws for 
0.6% of the US population (https://williamsinstitute.law.ucla.edu/research/how-many-adults- 
identify-as-transgender-in-the-united-states/) Instead, the US should affirm a scientific under- 
standing of sex, and gender aligned with biological sex. Sex, and not gender identity, should 
he reaffirmed as a protected status. This is the only way to protect women. 


3. Radical Feminist Ideology has already been used to argue for the competition of 
TIMs in women's sport, even when physical competition with a male-bodied person will pose 
significant risk to a female opponent. (https://medium.com/@transphilosophr/why-its-fair- 
for-trans-athletes-to-compete-against-women-bh7 a4 5ef 1542) This is in direct violation of Title IX 
in the US, and must be stopped. 


4. Trans Activists encourage self-identify as a method of psychological diagnosis. | 
think this is harmful to trans people, and other people who become identified as trans through 
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mistaken ideology. There needs to be a clear psychological definition of gender dysphoria. 
Trans identity should only be claimed on the basis of diagnosed gender dysphoria. 


5. Trans Activists advocate for the de-classification of gender dysphoria as a mental 
disorder. Since gender dysphoria is a mental disorder, | also believe this is harmful to trans 
people. As a person with mental disorder, the only way | have been able to improve myself is 
by accepting my mental differences. 


6. Trans Activists advocate for the medical castration of minors through the injection 
of non-sex aligned hormones and hormone blockers. This treatment is untested and unproven. 
Not only that, but most children who question their gender identity before puberty will chose 
a sex-affirming gender identity after experiencing sex-affirming Natural Puberty. (https: // 
www.christianpost.com/news/parents-of-transgender-kids-oppose-american-academy-of-pe- 
diatrics-guideline-affirming-hormone-therapy.html) Self-identity is a disastrous human rights 
violation of our children. As adults, we have a duty to protect our children from unnecessary 
medical castration first. 


7. Trans Activists advocate for the entrance of TIMs (men) into women-only spaces 
including women’s restrooms. TIMs are not women and do not have a right to access these 
sex-segregated spaces. Not only does this dilute women’s-only spaces, TIMs can pose significant 
physical risk to women in private spaces (such as women’s restrooms). | advocate instead for 
the creation of private spaces for trans people. To be clear, | have no issue with TIFs using wom- 
en's restrooms. The right of TIFs to use women's restrooms should be affirmed on the basis of 
biological sex. 


8. TIMs are not women. As a woman, | find it incredibly offensive when a man tells 
me that he understands what it means to be me. The confusion around TIMs claiming to be 
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women has denigrated the idea of womanhood. Feminism should amplify the voices of WOM- 
EN. Feminism is for WOMEN. We need to redefine womanhood as a manifestation of biological 
sex, if we ever want to understand ourselves. 
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Yes, my Feminism is Trans-Exclusionary. My Feminism is for 
Women. 


I'm not transphobic. 


But you'll excuse me when my feminism prioritizes the rights of women over the rights of trans 
people. | am a woman, and | advocate for myself first. You have every right to prioritize differ- 
ently! | don't make a good advocate for trans people, because I’m not a trans person. Instead, 
| encourage trans people to advocate for themselves! 


But you'll have to excuse me again when Radical Trans Activism conflicts with my Liberal princi- 
ples. As a Liberal, my first priority is Liberty. | regard Radical Feminism as a Leftist movement 
which seeks to encroach on individual liberty for the sake of “Equality”. This is a dangerous 
movement in my mind, and | am forced to speak out when | see my own individual liberties as 
a woman and citizen encroached on. 
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Self-Identity in the Post Modern Era 


There are a lot of confusing ideas about Self-Identity floating around as of late. 
“You can be anything you want to be” 

“No one can tell you who you are” 

“You know who you are better than anyone else” 


In more extreme variations, this message has become: 


“No one can deny your identity” 
“Criticism of your identity is denial of your existence” 


These Postmodern Ideas attempt to destroy any pre-requisite idea of the Individual. They deny 
reality for the sake of pure Self-Construction. How is any individual to develop a strong sense 
of self-identity in face of this? 


As a matter of policy, two ideas must be strongly upheld: 


1. Everyone has a right to self-identify. 
2. Everyone has a right to criticize (even deny) someone else’s self-identity. 


This is a matter of Free Speech. When either of these ideas are not upheld (either politically or 
culturally), individual liberty is diminished, and we stifle the Free Exchange of Ideas. 


A strong sense of self-identity will benefit personal understanding and guide one's action 
throughout life. Here are some ways the individual can develop Strong Self-Identity: 
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1. Develop Personal Understanding 

Come to terms with What You Are. Attempt to understand yourself fully, as you currently exist. 
Examine your position, your abilities, and your options. Find the ideas which currently guide 
your action. Determine if these ideas should be upheld, or forgotten. 


2. Reconcile What You Are with Who You Want to Be 

Decide who you want to be and draw a path that will move you from What You Are currently to 
Who You Wish To Be. Orient yourself along this path. Determine the Ideas that will move you 
forward in pursuit of your Future Self. 


3. Don’t Take Criticism Personally 

As you begin to develop Personal Understanding and Self-Identity, you may find those who 
seek to criticize you. Don't take their criticism personally. Recognize that self-identity is stron- 
ger than any outside criticism. Retain your right to self-identify in the face of all criticism. Do 
not deny yourself, and in this way, you will not be denied. 


4. Take Criticism Seriously 

Listen to the criticism that you receive. Decide if it is true. The insight of others will be a tool 
with which to develop yourself. Use criticism to recognize weakness in your self-identity. 
Then, you will be able to destroy personal weakness and develop something Stronger. When 
self-identity is strong, it will stand up to all criticism. 


Following this, the individual will develop Strong Self-Identity based on Personal Understand- 


ing and Personal Development. The individual will never be satisfied in this pursuit, constantly 
seeking to strengthen herself. Then, she will become a Strong Individual. 
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Postmodernism is Ruining the Minds of Women 


Postmodern Feminist Ideology has a damning perception of the Female Psyche and Female 
Agency. Not only are Radical Feminists infected with this Ideology, but many woman | know 
personally are damaged by a Postmodern perception of themselves as Woman that seems 
entirely too prevalent. 


What has Postmodern Ideology done to the minds of Women? 


Let's start with Blank Slate Ideology. Wikipedia provides a good definition: “Tabula rasa is 
the epistemological theory that individuals are born without built-in mental content and that 
therefore all knowledge comes from experience or perception.”

The Blank Slate Idea was first written about by John Locke, a man who's writings | generally 
admire, but he got one thing wrong with his assessment of the human spirit. The idea that the 
individual is written upon by society can be traced back much further, of course, but Locke was 
the first to assert that Man is merely a Blank Slate, Dispensed with as Society Sees Fit. Locke 
used his theories to argue that Freedom was a Necessary Right for the Individual. In response 
to Blank Slate Ideology, he argued, Liberal Democracy was the only Just System of Govern- 
ment. His writings partially inspired the founding of Liberal Democracy in America and were 
used heavily in the writing of the Constitution. 


Radical Feminists have another name for Blank Slate Ideology: Social Constructionism. Wikipe- 
dia defines Social Constructionism this way (this definition is a little esoteric): “Social construc- 
tionism is a theory of knowledge in sociology and communication theory that examines the 
development of jointly constructed understandings of the world that form the basis for shared 
assumptions about reality. The theory centers on the notion that meanings are developed in 
coordination with others rather than separately within each individual.”

In other words, Society decides what you think; you as an Individual have no agency. It’s the 
same theory. 


Social Construction Theory has been widely adopted by Postmodernists, because it happens 

to fit very well with Postmodern Theory. Postmodernism holds at its core the Idea that No 
Interpretation can be seen as more valid or True than any other Interpretation. This has been 
applied to Individual Interpretation as well. Even though, by their own understanding, it is hyp- 
ocritical to believe that Social Construction is a True Theory, | have met very many Postmodern 
Social Constructionists. Postmodern Social Constructionism sounds like this: 


“No one’s interpretation is more true than anyone else’s. You can’t tell me what to think 
because my lived experience is valid. Furthermore, you are oppressing me by telling me that | 
am wrong (because then | might believe you, | am after all, a blank slate ready to be written 
on)” 


It is apparent how Anti-Intellectual this Ideology is. In so far as Rational thought requires a 
Hierarchical Order of Truth to Ideas, Postmodernism itself is Anti-Intellectual. Blank Slate Ideol- 
ogy denies Scientific Understanding of the Mind. There are numerous Psychological Differences 
between Men and Women. As Men and Women, we have Individual Intuition, Desire, and Un- 
derstanding. All of these are denied by Blank Slate Ideology. | believe it is particularly harmful 
to women when they deny the differences hetween themselves and men. This is, of course, 
because those differences continue to exist regardless of a Woman's Belief in them. And many 
of those differences disproportionately advantage Men. Many of the differences dispropor- 
tionately advantage Women as well. When women ignore the differences that exist between 
themselves and men, they do not take advantage where they can, and they face disadvantage 
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where they don't think they should. 


Women themselves are prone to Hypo-Agency, and a theory which denies individual agency 
may be particularly damaging to women who believe it true. Women strive to decrease action 
by benefitting from the action of others. By contrast, Men are Hyper-Agent; they seek to act 
for their own benefit. Women have something to learn from men in this regard. A woman who 
refuses to act for her own benefit will suffer a lifetime of dependency; living only in ways that 
others have prescribed and provided for her. 


Postmodern Feminism has centered around the Theory of Intersectionality. The theory is 
defined this way on Wikipedia: “Intersectionality is represented as an analytic framework that 
attempts to identify how interlocking systems of power impact those who are most marginal- 
ized in society.[ 1] Intersectionality postulates that various forms of social stratification, such as 
class, race, sexual orientation, age, religion, creed, disability and gender, do not exist sepa- 
rately from each other but are interwoven.”

(Who's writing these articles? Because this is just so poorly written.) 


Intersectional theory states that all people are uniquely Oppressed or Empowered on the basis 
of any Observable Difference that exists between them and other people. Intersectionalists 
attempt to list the Categories of Oppression, but the intellectual framework of Intersectionalism 
places no limits on the traits by which a person can be oppressed. The Axes of Oppression 
under this theory are potentially infinite. Marx limited his Theory to claim that people are 
Oppressed Economically. Intersectionalism knows no such limit. 


The introduction of Marxist Ideology into Postmodernism brought with it its own 
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misunderstandings of the Human Psyche. Marx believed that Power was the fundamental mo- 
tivator of Human Action. He (probably rightly) saw Money as the primary means to Power in 
Capitalist society. Based on this understanding, he argued, it was the duty of the government 
to protect its least powerful citizens — the economically disadvantaged. Marx's argument is still 
used today to justify the utility of Social programs under Liberal Democracy. 


Women who are Intersectionalists have one thing to say: 
“Women are Oppressed by Men” 


How any woman who enjoys the privileges and Equal Rights of American Society can claim 

to be oppressed is almost beyond my understanding. Because Intersectional Theory also 
understands Power as the primary motivator of Human Action, Postmodern Feminist Theory 
states that men seek power over women and work to assert it. This is a fundamental misunder- 
standing of Human Motivation. | have not met one man in my life who identifies power over 
women as even one of his motivations, much less the primary one. Nor have | met any man 
who primarily acts to assert power over women. This type of man is an Invention of the Female 
Psyche, as far as | can tell. 


Intersectional Feminists also misunderstand their own agency as Women. It is my belief that 
many women feel alienated by the Mind Theory of Intersectionalism. Many women do not re- 
gard Power as their Primary Motivator, because other motivations will be much more prevalent 
in her life. So, when faced with a theory that understands Power as the Primary Motivator, 
many women will misunderstand their own Agency in Society. Intersectional Feminists argue 
that it is right for Women to seek Power over Men. But they misunderstand their own Psyche 
when they do this. The female psyche does not seek power over men, nor is it motivated fo. 
Furthermore, it is unlikely that a position of Power over Men will be beneficial to Women. In so 
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far as the Female Psyche is not evolved to seek Power over Men, Women are not psychological- 
ly equipped to rule over Men. 


A woman who believes that Men seek to assert Power over her will be unequipped to handle 
any personal relationship with a man. Personal relationship requires a nuanced 
understanding of individual motivation. This is even more true in natural relationship between 
Man and Woman. Men and women must account for differing motivations in personal 
relationships, and seek to help each other. This must be accompanied by an understanding of 
forgiveness and benevolent assumption on each other's part. A woman who believes that Men 
seek Power over her may justify the use of Power in response to any man's actions, even when 
she misunderstands his motivation. 


Postmodern Feminists who believe Social Constructionist Theory and Intersectional Theory can 
not even rightly call themselves Postmodern, because they uncritically hold these two theories 
as Absolutely True. Both theories fail to understand the Human Psyche adequately. It’s not 
clear that they attempt to understand the Female Psyche in any way. Both theories attempt to 
describe mechanisms of Society, but they must make conclusions about Individual motivation 
in order to explain the Observed Effects. How can any woman act for her own benefit when she 
does not understand her own psychology? Her own motivations? When she understands herself 
as a Representative of the Class of Women, rather than as an Individual, she does a disservice 
to her own Personal Development. 


Postmodern Ideology has misled too many women. | feel there is Crisis of Personal Under- 


standing among Women because of it. It is only with personal understanding that Women will 
learn to act for their own benefit in Society.

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Why Women Don'+ Like to Be Told “What To Do” 


For a Man there are two modes of being: doing what He Wants, and doing what He's Supposed 
to Do. For him, what he wants to do is Obvious; that's what He Wants. But for him to be told 
What To Do, is for him to learn What he's Supposed to Be Doing, as well as what He's Supposed 
to do. And when a man knows what Men Like Him are supposed to do, this will imply to him 
What Kind of Man he is. From this he will learn Who He Is as well. At this point, what the man 
wants will no longer be relevant, because for him, What He's Supposed to Do is much more 
important. It is only by doing What He's Supposed to Do that a man will also Know Who He Is. 


A Woman's mode of being is entirely different. When a Woman is told What to Do, she will 
often object, "I know What I’m Supposed to do, that's not what | Want." 


For a Woman to be told What to Do does not feel relevant. For her, What to Do is Obvious. 
That's what Everyone Tells Her to do, All the time. She knows What To Do because she lives in a 
Society where Everyone around her is Always telling her What to Do. Instead, another question 
is much more essential for the Woman to ask herself; “Who Am I? And What do | Want?" If a 
woman does not Know Who She Is, then she will not know What She Wants. And if she does not 
know What She Wants, she will not know if What She Wants to do and What She's Supposed to 
Be Doing are the same thing. And it is only when What She Wants and What She's Supposed 

to Be Doing are the same thing that she will be a Good Person. For it is when she is a Good 
Person, that she will do What She's Supposed to do All the time. And only then will she will be 
able to tell other people What they are Supposed to Do and to guide the people under her care 
to be Good as well. Therefore, it is only by knowing Who She Is first that a woman will be a 
Good Person. 


So, when a Woman is told What To Do, she must always object; “I know What I’m Supposed to 
do, but that's not What | Want to do.” 
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Bimodal Distribution: Why Gender is not a Spectrum

Bimodal Distribution is a Mathematical definition describing the distribution of data sets which 
are characterized by two modes. Populations with bimodal distribution will have two average 
or “typical” values, not one. Whereas in Single Mode Distribution (Normal Distribution) one 
value will be the most common, in Bimodal Distribution two outcomes will be equally common. 
ThoughtCo. describes the implications of Bimodal Distribution in data sets: 

“One major implication of a bimodal data set is that it can reveal to us that there are two 
different types of individuals represented in a data set. A histogram of a bimodal data set will 
exhibit two peaks or humps. 


“For example, a histogram of test scores that are bimodal will have two peaks. These peaks 
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will correspond to where the highest frequency of students scored. If there are two modes, then 
this could show that there are two types of students: those who were prepared for the test and 
those who were not prepared.”

We can observe many difference between men and women that fit into bimodal distribution 
representational models. Men and Women are generally different in their average size, shape, 
and physical characteristics. They also differ in chromosomal makeup. Wikipedia describes the

These biological differences have psychological implications as well, as described by Standford 
Medicine: 


“Women excel in several measures of verbal ability — pretty much all of them, except for 
verbal analogies. Women’s reading comprehension and writing ability consistently exceed that 
of men, on average. They outperform men in tests of fine-motor coordination and perceptual 
speed. They're more adept at retrieving information from long-term memory. 


“Men, on average, can more easily juggle items in working memory. They have superior visu- 
ospatial skills: They're better at visualizing what happens when a complicated two- or three-di- 
mensional shape is rotated in space, at correctly determining angles from the horizontal, at 
tracking moving objects and at aiming projectiles.”

So we can acknowledge that Men and Women have Sex Differences, that they are Biologically 
Different. That their differing biology has Psychological implications. Even so, Social 
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Constructionists will object: 
“Sex and Gender are different.” 


Ok, then. Let's take for a moment the Social Constructionist view of Gender. As described on 
GenderSpectrum.org: 


“People tend to use the terms ‘sex’ and ‘gender’ interchangeably. But, while connected, the 
two terms are not equivalent. ... 


“A person's gender is the complex interrelationship between three dimensions: 


“Body: our body, our experience of our own body, how society genders bodies, and how others 
interact with us based on our body. 


“Identity: our deeply held, internal sense of self as masculine, feminine, a blend of both, nei- 
ther, or something else. Identity also includes the name we use fo convey our gender. Gender 
identity can correspond to or differ from the sex we are assigned at birth. 

“Expression: how we present our gender in the world and how society, culture, community, and 
family perceive, interact with, and try to shape our gender. Gender expression is also related 
to gender roles and how society uses those roles to try to enforce conformity to current gender 
norms.”

| will argue that, even by Social Constructionist definition, Gender is Bimodally Distributed. 
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Let's start with the Gendered views of the Body. We must acknowledge that Men and Women 
have Different Bodies. It is acknowledged by Social Constructionists that Society genders Men 
and Women differently, that others interact with us differently based on (Bimodally Distribut- 
ed) views of our bodies. This is all part of the theory. That leaves the individual experience of 
the body as the last standing ground for Social Constructionists. Again, we see that Blank Slate 
Ideology is at the heart of the theory. They will argue that even though all of these differences 
exist between Men and Women (biological differences and differences in the way they are 
treated) that Even Then, There's a Chance that Men and Women would view themselves Equally 
(that Men and Women would develop the same average perception of their bodies) if only the 
Social Differences were leveled. 


GenderSpectrum.org, inexplicably, uses the existence of Intersex people as an argument for 
this point, 


“While we are often taught that bodies have one of two forms of genitalia, which are classi- 
fied as ‘female’ or ‘male,’ there are naturally occurring Intersex conditions (associated with 
genitals, sex chromosomes, gonads, hormones, reproductive structures) that demonstrate that 
sex exists across a continuum of possibilities.” 


The existence of Statistical Outliers is not relevant when discussing the General Distribution of 
a data set. | can acknowledge the general shape of a data set without denying the existence of 
outliers. (Also, Stop using Intersex people to make your arguments. It feels offensive? When 
Intersex people arguably suffer the most from the actual Bimodal Distribution of Sex that 
exists.) 


The source acknowledges that Men and Women will have different experiences of the body, 
and actually makes no attempt fo argue for the Social Constructionist viewpoint here. So | will 
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demonstrate the argument for them. 


It can be postulated that Men and Women have different experiences of their body only 
because Society treats them Differently. (Might | insert the notion that Biology has far greater 
implications for Men's and Women’s view of their bodies than the Societal Views of their bodies 
do. Ah, but that would destroy the Social Constructionist viewpoint.) So we accept that Society 
treats Men and Women differently. That the way they are treated in Society will be based on 

a Bimodal Distribution of the way their bodies are perceived by other people. But, let's take 
the argument that Men and Women are prone to similar understanding of their bodies, if 

it weren't for the Social Differences in how they are treated. | would ask: In a hypothetical 
situation where all people are treated the Same, how will Women and Men understand their 
biological differences? (Because it must be acknowledged Males and Females will still exist 

in this circumstance) Actually, how will anyone be in a position to have any understanding of 
their body at all — if their differing biology is never acknowledged (and can’t be)? Here we see 
the insidious ways that Blank Slate Ideology and Social Constructionism have been combined. 
Postmodernists will simultaneously argue that people are Constructed by Social Norms and 
that Social Norms must be abolished. Presumably, so that people will exist as nothing more 
than a Blank Slate, their true identity. If a person’s view of their own body can only be Socially 
Constructed, then these views must exist in Bimodal Distribution. To abolish the Bimodal 
Distribution of Men's and Women's views of their body is to abolish Men's and Women's views 
of their bodies altogether. 


Next, | will discuss Gender Identity. GenderSpectrum.org uses the effects of its own Ideology 
as an argument for this point. Once again, it uses Statistical Outliers and people who do not 
Identify as Men and Women as proof of the Spectrum Distribution of Gender. | reject this on 
the basis that Men and Women, have Bimodally Distributed views of their Identity. Once again, 
Statistical Outliers have no implication on the General Distribution of a population. 
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The severe Social Constructionist on this point will argue: 
“If the words Men and Women didn't exist, we wouldn't use the words Men and Women" 


As far as words are Socially Constructed, | will have to agree with the Social Constructionist 

on this point. The words we use to identify ourselves are somewhat arbitrary, and the sounds 
themselves have no meaning other than that which has been ascribed to them. But it must be 
acknowledged that the words Men and Women are used to denote an observable difference 
which exists between the sexes. And that if we lacked words to express this meaning, we would 
suffer in our understanding. As demonstrated by the fact that every language spoken by 
humans has different words for Men and Women, Gender Identity will always be Bimodally 
Distributed. 


Last is Gender Expression. GenderSpectrum.org makes this argument: 


“Because expectations around gender expression are so rigid, we frequently assume that what 
someone wears, or how they move, talk, or express themselves, tells us something about their 
gender identity. But expression is distinct from identity-we can't assume a person's gender 
identity based on their gender expression.” 


But this is demonstrably false. Because Gender Identity is Bimodally Distributed, and Gender 
Expression is also Bimodally Distributed (this is observable and not even denied by Social 
Constructionists), actually we can assume a great deal about a person's Gender Identity from 
knowledge of their Gender Expression. Of course, there will be people for whom this model 
makes incorrect predicitons. But it will be true for the General Distribution of the population. 


The argument that is in play in this definition is the Social Constructionist argument that if Men 
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and Women were treated the Same, then they would have the same average Gender Expres- 
sion. | have no way of knowing this. Perhaps it is true. But are we really about to remake 
Society so that Men and Women start dressing the same? Is that the ultimate Equality that is 
desired by Social Constructionists? 


As observable in every Human Culture, Gender Expression is strongly Bimodal. Even in cultures 
with more than two genders, the majority of the population will choose Gender Expression in 
line with the Cultural norms of Men and Women. 

So | will say: Gender is not a Spectrum. Gender is Bimodally Distributed. 

| reject the notion that Men and Women are the Same. | reject the notion that the Bimodal Dis- 


tribution of Men and Women is unnatural. | reject the notion that Men and Women are Blank 
Slates, ready to be Socially Constructed.

Women will not have Equal Representation in Congress as long 
as they are forced to compete with Men for Political 
Representation 


Since women have gained access to political position in the US, they have had dismal represen- 
tation in multiple branches of government. As of January 2019, “there are 102 women in the 
U.S. House of Representatives, making women 23.4% of the total of U.S. Representatives” 
(https;//en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Women in the United States House of Representatives) 


Even though women are 50% of the general population, and now 50% of the citizenry, they do 
not have 50% representation in the House of Representatives. 


The reason why this is the case will be abundantly obvious to anyone who has observed the 
Unequal Representation of women in certain career fields, as well as in the political sphere. 
Women are bad at competing with men. There are biological and psychological differences that 
hold women back in direct competition. This article discusses some of the biological differences 
that cause women to be paid less, on average, than men: http://theconversation.com/how- 
skills-and-personality-traits-contribute-to-the-gender-pay-gap-81684 


In the Labor Market, this is seen as Just Discrimination, because the purpose of business is to 
extract maximum economic value from its Laborers. Therefore, it is right for businesses to hire 
the people who will be most economically valuable to the business. 


However, the purpose of Representative Government is to provide Equal Representation for 
every citizen. Can we say that women have been Equally Represented, when women currently 
make up only 23.4% of the House of Representatives? We know that political competition is 
biased against women. Why must women compete with men for Political Representation, when 
the political interests of women and men are not opposed? 
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The existence of abortion law proves that legislation will always affect men and women differ- 
ently. Yet, we do not give women the political space to talk about or write legislation that di- 
rectly affects women. Is this Justice? The law treats men and women differently, because there 
are biological differences between men and women that must be addressed by legislation. Yet 
Abortion Law is construed as a difference of political opinion, when abortion legislation will 
only ever affect one sex. 


As long as we deny that Men and Women are different, the needs of Women will never be fully 


addressed. As long as we suppress the Political Voices of Women, Justice for Women will not be 
found. 
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Equal Representation for Women 


| propose the creation of a second House of Representatives in the United States, which will 

be made up exclusively of female representatives. At the creation of this house, the current 
House of Representatives will return to being all male (as it was before women were allowed 
to participate in politics.) The two houses should meet separately to propose bills, and meet 
jointly to pass bills. | believe that men are better at talking to men and women are better at 
talking to women. Far too often | have seen conversations that should be a conversation of 
left-right politics becoming instead a confused argument between the sexes. This move would 
legitimize female political issues by giving them a sanctioned political space, while at the same 
time neutralizing radical feminist activism as a political force. An all-female congress would be 
a symbol of women stepping up fo join men as political equals in democracy, rather than as 
political opponenets. | believe this proposal would have a number of benefits, including: 


1. We do not have enough representatives in American congress currently. The Appor- 
tionment Act of 1911 (https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Apportionment_Act_of_1911) put a cap 
on the number of representatives in the House, meaning that since 1911, each American citizen 
has had proportionally less representation. Creating an all female congress would double the 
number of representatives, giving each citizen more representation proportionally. 


2. The conversation within the separate houses could return to a sane left-right discus- 
sion. Since the representatives within each house will be mostly aligned along gendered issues, 
the disagreements within the houses will be disagreements between left and right politics, as 
they were meant to be. 


3. Men and women have different political needs because they have different biolo- 


gy. This move would reinforce the idea of biological difference between the sexes, while also 
giving women a legitimate political space to talk about the political issues affecting them. 
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Women who are serious about these issues do not want to be involved in political activism, they 
want to be involved in politics. 


4. A 50/50 gender divide in the house will better represent our population. Since the 
House of Representatives is supposed to represent the people, it makes sense that the gender 
divide of the house of representatives reflect the gender divide of the population at large. 


Monarchies were ruled by a king and queen. Children are best raised by a mother and father. 


This will be a symbol of the masculine and feminine elements ruling side by side in the demo- 
cratic enlightenment. 
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
